Of  Referendum

‘Bare  Facts’  Defendants 
Acquitted  On  All  Counts

VIRGINIA  BEACH,  VA  —  A 
non-binding  referendum  which 
would  ban  from  public  libraries  all 
publications  which  “depict  or  ad¬ 
vocate”  homosexual  acts  will  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  November  general 
election  ballot  here. 

A  petition  drive  launched  on 
July  2  by  Rev.  Rodney  Bell  of  the 
Tabernacle  Baptist  Church  (TBC) 
has  been  successful  in  collecting 
the  6200  signatures  necessary  to 
place  the  referendum  on  the 
ballot. 

The  referendum  occurs  amidst  a 
controversy  over  the  distribution 
of  the  gay  newspaper  Our  Own 
Community  Press  at  the  five 
branch  libraries  in  Virginia  Beach. 

Our  Own,  published  monthly 
by  the  Unitarian  Universalist  Gay 
Community  (UUGC)  in  Norfolk, 
was  distributed  free  in  libraries 
until  March  when  City  Manager 
George  L.  Hanbury  banned  it  due 
to  protests  by  two  city  council 
members  and  several  fundamen¬ 
talist  groups.  (See  GCN,  Vol. 7, 
No.40.) 

After  the  city  council  was 
unable  to  resolve  the  issue.  Mayor 
Patrick  Standing  on  June  24 
implemented  a  library  board 
recommendation  that  one  copy  of 
Our  Own  be  placed  in  the  periodi¬ 
cals  section  of  each  library.  At 
present  the  single  copy  Is  kept  in  a 
file  box  labeled  “community

RICHMOND,  VA  —  The  Vir¬ 
ginia  Supreme  Court  has  accepted 
a  case  in  which  a  lesbian  mother  is 
fighting  to  regain  legal  parent¬ 
hood  of  her  nine-year-old  son. 

Jane  Doe,  a  35-year-old  car¬ 
penter  from  Yellow  Springs, 
Ohio,  is  challenging  the  adoption 
by  her  former  husband’s  new  wife 
of  her  son,  who  was  abducted  to 
Virginia  by  the  couple  four  years 
ago. 

According  to  a  press  release 
written  by  a  group  of  women  gar¬ 
nering  financial  and  emotional 
support  for  Jane  Doe,  Franklin 
City,  Va.,  Court  Judge  Beverly 
Davis  declared  her  unfit  despite 
what  the  group  called  substantial 
and  compelling  testimony  declar¬ 
ing  the  mother  an  excellent  parent 
and  respected  community 
member. 

Davis  then  granted  the  adoption 
to  the  new  wife  of  the  boy’s 
father;  this  action  designated  the 
boy’s  natural  mother  a  “legal 
stranger,”  terminating  all  rights 
the  mother  had  to  visit  her  child  as 
well  as  the  child’s  right  to  visit  his 
mother. 

Doe,  believing  that  no  court  is 
empowered  to  deny  her  relation¬ 
ship  to  her  child,  appealed  this  de¬ 
cision  to  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Virginia,  which  agreed  early  this 
year  to  hear  the  case. 

Steve  Bricker,  an  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  (ACLU)  at¬ 
torney  who  is  associated  with  the 
case,  told  GCN  that  the  Virginia 
Supreme  Court  accepts  only  one 
out  of  every  ten  cases  brought  to 
it;  therefore,  “the  fact  that  they 
granted  the  appeal  shows  their  in¬ 
terest  in  the  lower  court’s  de¬ 
cision.” 

The  hearing  is  scheduled  for 


newsletters”  rather  than  with  the 
other  current  periodicals. 

Describing  Our  Own  as  “evan¬ 
gelistic,”  a  spokesperson  for  Bell 
told  GCN  that  “it  solicits  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  viewer  or  reader  to 
bring  his  attention  around  to  what 
homosexuals  call  an  alternative 
lifestyle,  however  old  they  may 
be.  We  as  Christians  do  not 
believe  that  is  right.  God  has 
spoken  on  this  issue.  The  newspa¬ 
per  should  not  be  in  public  libra¬ 
ries  where  it’s  tax  funded.” 

[Contacted  by  GCN,  God 
declined  comment.] 

The  petition,  which  does  not 
mention  Our  Own,  asks:  “Shall  a 
publication  whose  primary  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  depict  or  advocate,  by 
pictures  or  words,  homosexual 
acts  be  displayed,  distributed  or 
received  in  the  public  libraries  of 
the  city  of  Virginia  Beach?” 

Gary  Hankins  of  the  UUGC 
told  GCN  that  “given  the  way  it’s 
worded,  it’s  guaranteed  of  pass¬ 
ing.  It’s  carefully  worded  so  that 
to  oppose  it  would  be  to  oppose 
mom  and  apple  pie.  They’re 
wording  it  as  if  it’s  a  referendum 
on  Our  Own  when  in  fact  it’s 
not.” 

Hankins  told  GCN  that  the 
UUGC  response  to  the  refe¬ 
rendum  will  be  to  ignore  it  and 
“minimize  its  publicity  unless  it 
becomes  a  real  dirty  campaign

February  1981.  Claiming  that  the 
delay  is  detrimental  to  the  mother 
and  son,  Doe’s  attorney  has  re¬ 
quested  an  earlier  date.  The  court 
has  not  complied. 

Last  month,  Doe  was  allowed 
to  see  her  son  for  the  first  time  in 
two  years.  She  told  GCN  that  she 
suspects  this  is  because  another 
judge  had  strongly  advised  her  ex- 
husband  to  allow  visitation. 

Many  of  the  usual  considera¬ 
tions  in  a  custody  case  do  not  ap¬ 
ply  here,  Bricker  explained.  He 
said  that  the  fact  that  the  boy  has 
spent  half  of  his  life  with  his 
father  and  stepmother  or  the  fact 
that  he  is  currently  in  their  cus¬ 
tody  would  not  weaken  the 
mother’s  case,  since  she  is  seeking 
reestablishment  of  her  visitation 
rights,  not  custody. 

“No  doubt  she’d  like  to  have 
[custody]  back,  but  that’s  not  the 
decision  she’s  appealing,”  he  said. 

Bricker  thinks  that  Doe  has  a 
“good  chance  of  winning  .  .  .  not 
that  lesbians  get  any  sweet  deal  in 
Virginia.  In  fact,  the  opposite  is 
true.  But  there  is  strong  sentiment 
here  about  family  ties.” 

The  overwhelming  number  of 
court  decisions  reflect  the  court’s 
belief  that  it  is  healthy  for  a  child 
to  have  contact  with  both  parents. 
Bricker  is  convinced  that  Davis’ 
departure  from  this  standard  re¬ 
flects  a  very  deep  prejudice 
against  lesbians. 

In  a  telephone  interview,  Jane 
Doe  told  GCN  that  she  and  her 
husband  were  separated  in  1972, 
when  her  son  was  one  year  old. 
When  Mr.  Doe  requested  a 
divorce  in  1975,  no  custody  ar¬ 
rangement  was  made,  since  none 
seemed  necessary;  the  father  had 
shown  little  interest  in  seeing  his

HARTFORD,  CT  —  Three 
members  of  Womyn  Against  Vio¬ 
lence  and  Pornography  (WAVAP) 
were  acquitted  here  July  22  of 
charges  stemming  from  a  protest 
action  last  February  against  a  lin¬ 
gerie  shop  called  “Bare  Facts.”  In 
the  protest  action,  human  blood 
was  poured  on  pornographic  ma¬ 
terials  depicting  men  committing 
violence  against  women  (see  GCN 
Vol.  7,  No.  44).  The  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  acqittal  after  less  than 
a  day’s  deliberation. 

The  three  defendants,  Linda 
Hand,  Jane  Quinn,  and  Shell 
Wildwomoon,  were  originally 
charged  with  criminal  mischief,  a 
felony  charge  which  carries  a  pos¬ 
sible  five-year,  $5000  penalty,  and 
criminal  trespass,  a  misdemeanor 
which  carries  a  possible  one-year 
jail  sentence. 

During  the  initial  stages  of  the 
trial,  which  began  July  7  (see 
GCN  Vol.  8,  No.  1),  the  felony 
charge  against  the  women  was 
dropped  because  the  prosecution 
was  unable  to  prove  that  Hand, 
Quinn,  and  Wildwomoon  did 
$1500  damage  to  the  Bare  Facts 
store. 

According  to  Wildwomoon,  the 


three  women,  who  conducted 
their  own  defense  with  aid  from 
the  University  of  Connecticut  Law 
School  Clinic,  attempted  to  esta¬ 
blish  two  things:  first,  that  “por¬ 
nographic”  materials,  i.e.  mater¬ 
ials  depicting  sexual  violence  and 
battering  of  women,  contribute  to 
instances  of  raping  and  battering 
of  women,  and  second,  that  sellers 
of  such  materials  have  an  obliga¬ 
tion  to  take  responsibility  for  the 
behavior  to  which  their  merchan¬ 
dise  contributes. 

Wildwomoon,  Hand,  and 
Quinn  testified  in  their  own  be¬ 
half;  they  also  called  as  witnesses 
for  the  defense  author  Andrea 
Dworkin  and  a  19  year-old  victim 
of  incest,  who  testified  about  the 
relationship  between  pornography 
and  the  rape  and  battering  of 
women.  Prosecutor  Irving  Aron¬ 
son  contended  that  this  testimony 
was  irrelevant,  said  that  he  would 
“not  acknowledge  their 
existence,”  and  would  not  cross- 
examine  them,  according  to  Wild¬ 
womoon. 

Witnesses  for  the  prosecution, 
according  to  Wildwomoon,  in¬ 
cluded  storeowner  Sidney  Daff- 
ner,  a  police  officer  who  was 
present  during  the  three  women’s 


arrests,  and  a  woman  who  works 
in  Daffner’s  store. 

Wildwomoon  told  GCN  that 
Daffner,  in  his  testimony,  des¬ 
cribed  the  defendants  as  a  “three- 
part  combat  team”  which  entered 
his  store,  poured  blood  on  his 
merchandise,  sat  down  on  the 
floor,  and  refused  to  leave. 

During  cross-examination,  the 
women  attempted  to  establish  that 
Daffner,  in  fact,  had  never  re¬ 
quested  that  the  women  leave, 
which,  by  law,  is  necessary  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  charge  of  criminal  tres¬ 
pass.  Despite  inconsistencies  in 
Daffner’s  testimony,  which  were 
acknowledged  by  Judge  Edward 
Doyle,  motions  to  drop  the 
criminal  trespass  charges  were  re¬ 
jected. 

Daffner  also  denied  selling 
whips,  handcuffs,  and  child  por¬ 
nography;  but,  according  to  Wild¬ 
womoon,  photographs  used  by 
the  prosecution  as  state’s  evidence 
to  show  that  damage  had  been 
done  to  Daffner’s  property 
showed  whips,  handcuffs,  and 
child  pornography  on  the  shelves 
of  the  store.  The  women  used 
those  photographs  in  their  de¬ 
fense.

GCN  Suing  Police  Dept.

BOSTON  —  “So  I  showed  him 
my  GCN  press  pass  and  he  said, 
‘Oh  no.  We’re  not  letting  any 
freaky  people  from  any  freaky 
newspaper  in  here.’  ” 

Those  are  the  words  of  GCN's 
news  editor,  Denise  Sudell,  des¬ 
cribing  the  reaction  of  Boston 
police  officer  “John”  McDonald 
to  her  attempt  to  enter  the  U.S. 
Post  Office  and  Courthouse  to 
cover  a  bail  hearing  at  which  some 
gay  anti-draft  demonstrators  were 
being  arraigned  on  charges  of  tres¬ 
passing  (see  GCN  Vol. 8,  No. 3). 

Sudell  and  National  Gay  News, 
Inc.,  publishers  of  GCN,  are  suing 
McDonald,  as  well  as  Police 
Commissioner  Joseph  Jordan  and 
the  city  of  Boston  for  violation  of 
her  right  of  freedom  of  the  press 
(Since  it  is  not  yet  illegal  in  Boston 
to  discriminate  against  someone 
on  the  basis  of  sexual  or  affec- 
tional  preference  or  their  type  of 
employment,  they  are  not  suing 
on  those  bases.)  The  suit  asks 
$10,000  compensatory  and 
$10,000  punitive  damages.  • 

The  suit  reads  that  McDonald 
“acted  maliciously  and  with  ill 
will  toward  [Sudell]  in  that  he 


knew  or  should  have  known  that 
there  was  no  basis  upon  which  to 
deprive  her  of  her  right  to  gather 
news  at  the  bail  hearing,  but  dis¬ 
criminated  against  her  because  he 
perceived  her  to  be  a  homosexual 
or  to  work  for  a  homosexual 
newspaper.” 

The  suit  also  asserts  that 
Jordan,  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  city  of  Boston  have 
“a  policy  or  custom  of  harassing 
or  discriminating  against  GCN,” 
citing  expulsion  of  a  GCN 
reporter  from  the  Boston  Public 
Library  last  March  (see  GCN 
Vol. 7,  No. 36)  while  he  was 
attempting  to  gather  information 
about  arrests  of  men  in  the  lava¬ 
tories  there. 

John  Ward,  attorney  for 
Sudell,  commented,  “The  reason 
that  this  happens  consistently  is 
that  the  people  responsible  think 
they  can  get  away  with  it  .  .  .  they 
don’t  treat  GCN  reporters  with 
respect  as  they  would  any  other 
member  of  the  press.  We’ll  have 
to  keep  filing  law  suits  until  they 
take  GCN  seriously.” 

Ward  believes  that  Sudell  will 
win  the  suit  “.  .  .  because  they 
[the  police]  clearly  violated  her 


rights  and  the  rights  of  GCN,  her 
employer. 

“Information  is  the  most 
important  thing  in  the  world  .  .  . 
because  if  people  don’t  know 
what’s  happening  they  can’t 
respond.  Cases  involving  freedom 
of  the  press  are  critically  import¬ 
ant.” 

Sudell  was  “shocked”  and 
“horrified”  to  find  that  the 
Boston  Police  force  “which  is  not 
supposed  to  take  sides  —  except 
the  side  of  the  law  —  has  an 
officer  that  feels  he  can  decide  on 
his  own”  whose  constitutional 
rights  will  be  upheld. 

When  GCN  contacted  Boston 
Police  press  secretary  Michael 
Donovan  for  comments,  he  said 
he  was  unaware  of  any  allegations 
of  misconduct  against  McDonald, 
since  no  complaint  had  been  filed 
against  the  patrolman  with  the 
Police  Internal  Affairs  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Asked  about  this,  attorney 
Ward  responded  that  he  had 
chosen  not  to  file  a  complaint  with 
the  Internal  Affairs  Department 
because  “that  would  be  like  the 
chickens  going  to  the  fox  to

billy  penn  gives  money 

PHILADELPHIA  —  The  William  Penn  Founda¬ 
tion,  a  relatively  conservative  funding  organization 
based  here,  has  awarded  the  local  chapter  of  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union  (ACLU)  a  grant  of 
$21,000  to  produce  a  booklet  on  the  rights  and  re¬ 
sources  of  and  for  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania. 

The  booklet  will  be  produced  by  the  ACLU  in 
conjunction  with  the  state  Governor’s  Council  for 
Sexual  Minorities.  It  will  cover  over  30  areas  of 
concern  to  gay  men  and  lesbians  in  the  state,  in¬ 
cluding  employment,  sexual  harassment,  adoption 
and  foster  care,  and  military  service. 

According  to  Tony  Silvestre  of  the  Governor’s 
Council,  the  booklet  will  address  two  areas  of 
concern  to  lesbians  and  gay  men  which  have  not  pre¬ 
viously  been  addressed.  One  is  how  new  federal  and 
state  regulations  banning  sexual  harassment  will 
affect  gay  people  who  are  subject  to  anti-gay  remarks 
on  the  job;  the  other  area  involves  the  legal  problems 
of  lesbians  who  conceive  and  bear  children  through 
artificial  insemination  without  going  through  a  sperm 
bank. 

“We’re  trying  to  produce  a  concise,  readable  up¬ 
date  on  people’s  rights,”  Silvestre  told  GCN.  He  said 
that  work  on  the  booklet  is  about  half  completed  (the 
project  was  planned  and  begun  before  the  grant 
money  was  awarded)  and  that  the  target  date  for  pub¬ 
lication  is  November  of  this  year. 


bob  green  ministries 

HOLLYWOOD,  FL  —  Bob  Green,  estranged 
husband  of  Anita  Bryant,  has  sent  out  a  fundraising 
letter  announcing  that  Anita  Bryant  Ministries  “will 
carry  on  with  a  new  name,  Crusade  for  Morality.” 

The  letter  doesn’t  directly  mention  that  the 
reason  for  the  name  change  is  Bryant's  filing  for 
divorce  from  Green  (see  GCN,  Vol.  7,  No. 4  5).  It  says 
merely,  “After  praying  to  God  for  guidance  in  this 
matter,  I  know  we  must  follow  His  leading.  And  so, 
I’m  writing  you  today  to  share  with  you  our  decision 
to  continue  the  important  work  of  this  ministry.  Our 
enemies  are  clsppjng!  They  are  talking  as  though 
they  have  won  some  sort  of  victory!  I  can  assure  you 
that  our  work  has  not  stopped  for  one  moment.  The 
need  is  too  great!” 

Green’s  letter  says  that  “the  three  major  issues 
that  we’re  fighting  for  and  for  which  this  ministry 
stands”  are  to  oppose  passage  of  legislation 
“allowing  self-announced  homosexuals  to  teach  in 
public,  private,  or  religious  schools,  or  to  be  ordained 
a  minister”;  to“s|upport  stricter  controls  governing 
sex  and  violence  on  TV  and  in  the  mass  media”;  and 
to  support  prayer  in  public  schools.  It  does  not 
mention  preservation  of  the  American  family. 

Green  says  that  the  ministries’  counseling 
offices,  whose  purpose  is  to  “cure”  homosexuals,  is 
“swamped”  with  “new  people  arriving  each  day  . . . 
asking  for  help,”  and  that  the  offices  have  recently 
added  two  new  counselors. 

He  also  cites  as  an  example  of  Crusade  for 
Morality’s  targeted  work  the  campaign  against  a 
lesbian  and  gay  newspaper  in  Virginia  Beach  (see 
related  story,  page  one). 

The  letter  also  includes  a  form  for  an  '‘opinion 
poll”  on  the  three  issues  targeted  by  the 
organization.  The  form  includes  a  space  for  the 
respondent  to  indicate  whether  they  are  sending  a 
“special  gift”  for  $10,  $25,  $50,  or  more.

objectionable  or  undesirable 

ORLANDO,  FL  —  State  officials  here  say  there’s 
nothing  wrong  with  a  new  policy  by  an  owner  of  an 
apartment  chain  to  deny  rentals  to  lesbians,  gay  men, 
and  unmarried  heterosexual  couples. 

The  Tallahassee  Democrat  reports  that  William 
Stumpfhauser,  district  supervisor  for  the  Florida 
Division  of  Hotels  and  Restaurants,  which  regulates 
apartment  businesses,  says  that  the  practice  does 
not  appear  to  violate  state  statutes. 

He  was  asked  about  the  practice  following  a 
case  in  which  a  young  straight  man  and  his  woman 
fiancee  had  their  rent  application  rejected  by  the 
manager  of  a  complex  owned  by  Grace  Properties, 
Inc.,  which  operates  nine  apartment  properties  with 
2000  units  in  the  Orlando  area. 

The  policy  was  set  by  Phil  Grace,  44,  owner  of 
Grace  Properties,  who  describes  himself  as  a  born- 
again  Christian. 

“We  just  didn’t  want  to  be  part  of,  or  encourage, 
that  type  of  behavior,”  Grace  told  the  Democrat. 

State  statutes  prohibit  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  race,  creed,  color,  national  origin  and 
physical  handicaps,  but  they  don’t  cover  lesbians, 
gay  men,  or  unmarried  heterosexual  couples, 
Stumpfhauser  said. 

The  law  also  specifically  protects  the  right  of 
apartment  owners  to  refuse  anyone  "who  is 
objectionable  or  undesirable,”  he  said. 


integrity  harbor  cruise 

BOSTON  —  One  hundred  thirty  people  from  all 
over  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  from  as  far  as 
Great  Britain,  have  already  registered  for  the  sixth 
annual  international  convention  of  Integrity,  “Gay 
Episcopalians  and  Their  Friends,”  scheduled  to  meet 
in  Boston  August  21-24. 

Speakers  will  include  Joan  Clark,  John  Boswell, 
Carter  Heyward,  Frank  Kameny,  Bishop  Otis  Charles, 
Evelyn  Hooker,  and  others.  Fifteen  workshops  are  of¬ 
fered,  covering  a  wide  range  of  concerns  for  lesbians 
and  gay  men. 

The  convention  planning  committee  has  extend¬ 
ed  an  invitation  to  the  Boston  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity  to  participate  in  the  events  of  the  convention, 
particularly  the  three-hour  cruise  of  Boston  Harbor 
on  the  M/V  Baystate  on  Friday  evening,  August  22.

NEW  YORK  —  The  Gay  Theatre  Alliance  and  The 
Glines  have  announced  the  winners  of  the  National 
Gay  Playwriting  Contest. 

The  winner  of  the  $250  first  prize  is  Loretta 
Lotman  of  Los  Angeles,  CA  for  her  play,  Thanks¬ 
giving,  about  a  lesbian  who  visits  her  family  at 
Thanksgiving  one  year  after  coming  out  to  each  of 
them  individually.  Yves  Lubin,  of  Queens  Village, 
N.Y.,  won  the  runner-up  award  of  $100  for  his  play, 
Rising,  about  various  aspects  of  the  lives  of  black  gay 
men.  Both  plays  will  now  be  considered  for  produc¬ 
tion  by  The  Glines. 

Three  playwrights  received  honorable  mention: 
John  Arnold  of  Sacramento,  CA  for  Pete  and  Charley, 
about  two  men  who  meet  on  a  transcontinental  air¬ 
line  flight  and  have  a  weekend  affair  in  New  York  City; 
Susan  Efros  of  Berkeley,  CA  for  Interior  Mirrors,  a 
series  of  sketches  about  the  relationship  of  two  gay 
women;  and  Joel  Schwartz  of  Santa  Monica,  CA  for 
Power  Lines,  about  two  gay  couples:  one  male  and 
one  female. 

Nine  judges  made  the  final  selection:  Jane 
Chambers,  playwright  and  novelist;  Allan  Estes, 
artistic  director,  Theatre  Rhinoceros,  San  Francisco; 
Richard  Hall,  playwright  and  critic;  J.  Kevin  Hanlon, 
director  and  dramaturg  for  The  Glines;  Terry  Helbing, 
managing  editor,  The  Drama  Review;  Richard  Rehse, 
artistic  director,  Out  &  About  Theatre,  Minneapolis; 
Deborah  Rose,  southwest  coordinator,  Gay  Theatre 
Alliance;  William  Wade,  artistic  director,  Lambda

greedy  and  ambitious 

ANAHEIM,  CA  —  Kiwanis  International,  an  all¬ 
male  organization  describing  itself  as  a  “service 
club,”  voted  at  its  65th  annual  convention  to  continue 
to  keep  women  out. 

“Women  are  in  their  place  and  this  is  definitely 
not  it.  If  Kiwanis  admits  women,  this  will  become  the 
battleground  of  the  sexes,”  said  delegate  Eddy  Hast 
of  Pennsylvania,  who  drew  loud  applause  from  the 
membership,  according  to  an  Associated  Press 
report. 

He  cited  Kiwanis  achievements  “accomplished 
under  male  supervision. 

“We  should  vote  against  women  in  deference  to 
our  past,”  said  Hast,  who  characterized  feminists  as 
“greedy  and  ambitious.” 

National  Organization  for  Women  state  vice- 
president  Dina  Bachelor  called  the  decision  “a 
typical  sexist  attitude  we’re  fighting  across  the 
country."  She  predicted  community  pressure  would 
eventually  come  to  bear  on  Kiwanis. 

A  similar  vote  by  the  Rotary  International  clubs 
last  year  prompted  a  lawsuit  by  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union.

Arson  Hits 
Florida  MCC

TALLAHASSEE  —  Arson 
struck  the  beleaguered  Metropoli¬ 
tan  Community  Church  (MCC) 
here  last  week.  The  fire  caused 
damage  to  clothing  and  office 
equipment,  but  left  much  of  the 
church  building  intact. 

According  to  the  church’s  out¬ 
going  worship  coordinator,  Rev. 
Robert  Angell,  the  church  had  re¬ 
ceived  a  phone  call  on  July  22,  the 
day  before  the  fire,  in  which  the 
caller  told  Angell,  “I’m  going  to 
bum  you  alive.”  Angell  left  the 
church,  which  also  served  as  his 
residence,  at  7:00  a.m.  the  next 
morning.  At  7:20,  neighbors  aler¬ 
ted  the  fire  department  that  smoke 
was  coming  from  the  rear 
windows  of  the  church. 

Angell  believes  that  the  threa¬ 
tening  caller  and  the  arsonist  are 
the  same  person.  Tallahassee 
police  have  the  suspect  in  custody. 

Recently  released  from  prison, 
the  suspect  had  attended  Tallahas¬ 
see  MCC  and  had  sought  assis¬ 
tance  from  Angell,  who  has  since 
moved  to  Springfield,  Missouri.  A 
month  before  the  fire,  according 
to  Angell,  the  suspect  had  threa¬ 
tened  the  lives  of  three  people  at 
knifepoint  at  the  church,  had  de¬ 
molished  chinch  property  and  had 
stolen  Angell’s  car. 

At  that  point  Angell  had  called 
the  police,  and  the  man  had  been 
jailed  for  thirty  days.  On  his  re¬ 
lease  from  prison,  the  man  alle¬ 
gedly  made  the  threatening  phone 
call  to  Angell. 

MCC-Tallahassee,  located  in 
the  birthplace  of  MCC  founder 
Rev.  Troy  Perry,  has  been  the  tar¬ 
get  of  constant  threats  and  harass¬ 
ment  since  its  opening  less  than  a 
year  ago.  According  to  the 
church’s  current  pastor,  Rev.  Jo¬ 
seph  Gilbert,  ithe  churchlreceivesal- 
most  daily  catcalls  from  passing

Two  other  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution  gave  testimony  cor¬ 
roborating  Daffner’s  story.  Wild- 
womoon  told  GCN  that  during 
cross-examination,  the  woman 
who  worked  in  Daffner’s  store 
testified  that  she  had  been  raped, 
beaten,  and  stabbed  with  a  fork 
when  she  was  ten  years  old.  When 
Wildwomoon  asked  her  if  she 
would  do  anything  in  her  power  to 
stop  something  that  was  shown  to 
cause  or  promote  such  violence 
against  women,  she  replied, 
“Yes.” 

Wildwomoon  told  GCN  that 
she  was  accepted  by  the  judge  as 
an  “expert  witness”  because  of 
her  experience  of  being  raped  as  a 
child  and  teenager  and  her  experi¬ 
ence  opening  a  rape  crisis  center  in 
Pennsylvania. 

In  her  testimony,  Wildwomoon 
explored  common  themes  in 
materials  depicting  sexual  violence 
against  women  and  gave  examples 


cars  driven  by  members  of  Talla¬ 
hassee  Baptist  minister  Gerald 
Sutek’s  congregation. 

Sutek  has  called  the  church  “an 
anathema”  and  is  self-proclaimed 
chairperson  of  an  “unwelcoming 
committee”  for  MCC- 
Tallahassee. 

Although  there  appears  to  be 
no  direct  link  between  the  harass¬ 
ment  of  the  church  by  Sutek  and 
his  followers  and  the  recent  arson, 
Gilbert  observed  that  “when  a 
supposed  Christian  has  members 
of  his  congregation  —  he  des¬ 
cribes  them  as  ‘his  men’  — drive 
by  screaming,  ‘You’re  going  to 
bum  and  go  to  Hell,’  you  have  a 
climate  in  which  fire  becomes  not 
an  unexpected  thing.” 

The  Tallahassee  MCC  was  the 
end-point  and  a  focus  of  an  eight- 
day,  169-mile  “trek”  for  gay 
rights  sponsored  by  the  Universal 
Fellowship  of  Metropolitan  Com¬ 
munity  Churches  last  spring.  The 
trek  attempted  to  combat  Sutek’s 
harassment  by  establishing  a 
strong  and  peaceful  presence  of 
openly  gay  people  in  northern 
Florida. 

Approximately  two  thousand 
dollars’  worth  of  damage  was 
done  in  the  fire  to  the  chinch’s 
office  equipment,  the  altar  and 
vestments  used  for  worship,  and 
Angell’s  personal  clothing.  The 
cost  of  repairs  to  the  building, 
which  is  rented  by  the  church  and 
insured,  has  not  yet  been  deter¬ 
mined.  The  church  continues  to 
meet  regularly,  despite  the  dam¬ 
age. 

MCC’s  Southeastern  District 
Coordinator  Rev.  Judy  Daven¬ 
port,  Angell’s  superior,  summed 
up  the  fire  as  “just  a  case  of  trying 
to  help  someone  and  —  pardon 
the  pun  —  getting  burned  in  the 
process.” 


of  what  she  called  the  exploitation 
of  the  most  oppressed  members  of 
society  by  the  makers  of  such  ma¬ 
terials.  One  example  she  cited  was 
the  1976  movie  Snuff-,  Wild¬ 
womoon  said  that  women  of  color 
had  been  lured  into  making  the 
movie  by  the  promise  of  financial 
reward,  and  that  the  actual 
murder  and  dismemberment .  of 
those  women  was  recorded  in  the 
film. 

Wildwomoon  also  testified  that 
the  theme  of  men  beating  lesbians 
is  a  common  one  in  such  mater¬ 
ials.  She  presented  as  one  example 
a  book  called  Black  Sappho-,  the 
book’s  cover  depicts  two  black 
women  embracing  with  a  white 
man  standing  over  them  with  a 
whip.  She  estimated  that  the 
image  of  lesbians  engaging  in 
sexual  activity  under  the  whip  of  a 
man  occurs  in  as  much  as  30*7#  of 
such  materials,  and  that  child 
molestation  occurs  in  40  to  50% 
of  the  materials.

Prisoner

When  a  young  inmate  of  the 
Reception  Diagnostic  Center  at 
Norfolk  State  Prison  told  guards 
last  month  that  he  had  been  raped 
by  eight  other  prisoners,  one  of 
those  he  accused  would  seem  to 
most  of  us  the  most  unlikely  of 
assailants. 

The  accused  prisoner  is  small 
and  appears  more  vulnerable  than 
threatening.  An  openly  gay  man, 
he  is  quiet  and  shy  and  describes 
himself  as  non-violent  despite  his 
apparent  street  wisdom  and  his 
admitted  history  of  crime.  Rape  is 
an  act  of  violence,  not  of  sex,  and 
in  prisons  gay  men  are  more  likely 
to  be  victims  than  perpetrators. 

But  Eddie  Jones  (not  his  real 
name)  was  confined  to  his  cell  one 
morning  and  a  few  days  later  a 
disciplinary  report  accused  him 
first  of  “sexually  molesting”  a 
fellow  prisoner  in  the  shower  and 
then  of  joining  seven  others  in 
raping  him  in  a  nearby  cell. 

GCN  spoke  to  Jones  at  Bridge- 
water  State  Prison,  where  he  was 
temporarily  confined,  and  learned 
that  the  case  has  odd  circum¬ 
stances.  Aside  from  the  unusual 
fact  that  the  disciplinary  report 
wasn’t  issued  until  two  weeks 
after  the  incident  is  supposed  to 
have  taken  place,  there  is  a  guard 
constantly  on  duty  in  the  shower 
room,  where  Jones  is  accused  of 
having  made  advances. 

What  also  arouses  suspicion  is 
the  fact  that  conditions  at  the 
Reception  Diagnostic  Center  were 
especially  hard  at  the  time;  the  al¬ 
leged  victim  told  Jones  in  one  of 
their  few  conversations,  “I  want 
to  get  out  of  here  one  way  or 
another.” 

The  unit  is  normally  used  for 
testing  and  evaluating  new  prison¬ 
ers  to  determine  where  they  will  be 
sent  to  serve  their  sentences  and 
inmates  usually  don’t  spend  more 
than  about  two  weeks  there.  So 
there  are  none  of  the  usual

BOSTON  —  Jack  Rubin,  a  gay 
businessman  and  resident  of  the 
Eighth  Suffolk  District  (Back 
Bay-Beacon  Hill),  has  announced 
his  candidacy  for  the  Democratic 
nomination  for  State  Representa¬ 
tive,  a  seat  which  has  been  held  by 
Barney  Frank  in  the  past.  (Frank 
is  currently  running  for  Con¬ 
gress.) 

Rubin  announced  his  candidacy 
at  a  rally  July  24  on  the  Boston 
Common  opposite  the  State 
House.  Speaking  before  a  group 
of  supporters,  Rubin  referred  to 
himself  as  “a  fighter”  and 
pledged  to  “maintain  the  tradition 
of  excellent  representation  this 


Dworkin,  author  of  Woman 
Hating  and  other  books,  testified 
that  the  distribution  of  porno¬ 
graphic  materials  correlates  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  incidence  of  violence 
against  women.  She  said  that  after 
the  movie  Deep  Throat  (a  film 
whose  main  theme  is  fellatio)  was 
released  in  New  York  City,  the 
incidence  of  death  by  suffocation 
in  throat  rapes  in  the  city  in¬ 
creased.  She  also  spoke  about  the 
use  of  animals  and  bondage 
themes  in  pornographic  material. 

A  19  year-old  woman,  who  had 
been  repeatedly  raped  and  beaten 
by  her  father  from  the  age  of  five 
until  she  was  16  and  a  half,  testi¬ 
fied  as  an  expert  witness  about  her 
father’s  use  of  pornographic  pic¬ 
tures  and  devices  in  his  continual 
abuse  of  her.  She  said  that  her 
father  used  the  same  picture  of  a 
woman  tied  spread-eagle  to  a 
ladder  for  six  years  while  he  raped 
her.  She  also  testified  that  her

facilities  for  keeping  prisoners 
occupied  or  for  “rehabilitating” 
them.  But  because  of  overcrowd¬ 
ing  in  the  state  prisons  in  general, 
many  prisoners,  including  Jones, 
had  spent  several  months  there. 

The  victims  of  prison  rape,  or  at 
least  those  who  report  the  incident 
to  authorities,  are  usually  sent  to 
separate  units  both  to  prevent 
other  incidents  and  to  protect 
them  from  retaliation  for  report¬ 
ing  the  assault. 

In  the  confines  of  his  unven¬ 
tilated  cell  in  the  middle  of  a  hot 
summer,  Eddie  Jones  was  har¬ 
assed  by  guards  and,  partly  at  the 
guards’  instigation,  by  other 
prisoners.  Repeatedly  he  found 
hair  and  dirt  in  his  food. 

When  the  alleged  victim  re¬ 
ported  that  he  had  been  raped,  it 
was  only  at  the  prompting  of  the 
guards  that  he  was  able  to  identify 
his  assailants.  The  guards  would 
likely  suggest  the  names  of 
prisoners  they  didn’t  like,  Jones 
was  likely  to  be  one  of  them.  They 
had  heard  his  frequent  complaints 
about  his  abnormally  long  stay  at 
the  Reception  Diagnostic  Center. 
They  knew  he  was  gay  because  his 
lover  had  insisted  on  the  visiting 
privileges  normally  given  there 
only  to  family  members  and 
spouses. 

And  Jones  could,  to  their 
minds,  have  had  a  motive  for 
violence  against  the  alleged 
victim,  who  was  serving  time  for 
beating  and  robbing  a  gay  man. 
Jones  could  conceivably  have 
raped  in  revenge. 

One  day  while  waiting  for  his 
hearing  before  the  prison  dis¬ 
ciplinary  board,  Jones  cut  his 
wrists  deeply  enough  to  require 
hospitalization.  After  he  was 
brought  back  to  his  cell,  in  the 
presence  of  the  guards  who  had 
ridiculed  and  harassed  him,  he  cut 
his  throat  and  lay  bleeding  on  the 
floor  for  half  an  hour  before 
being  taken  to  the  hospital  again. 


district  has  had  under  Barney

In  his  announcement,  Rubin 
voiced  concern  for  gays,  women, 
people  of  color  and  the  elderly. 
On  district  issues,  he  cited  “the 
shortage  of  decent  housing  for 
people  of  all  income  levels,”  street 
safety  and  “unfair  property 
taxes.”  Rubin  is  a  member  of  the 
Neighborhood  Association  of  the 
Back  Bay,  the  Back  Bay  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Police  Panel  and  the 
Massachusetts  Gay  Political 
Caucus.

father  cut  her  with  knives,  whip¬ 
ped  her  with  a  cat-o-nine-tails, 
handcuffed  her,  and  tied  her  with 
bondage  ropes  specially  designed 
not  to  leave  marks  on  the  person 
tied  with  them.

One  of  the  doctors  treated 
the  children  when  they  were

He  was  transferred  to  Bridgewater 
State  Prison  for  psychiatric  exam¬ 
ination. 

Jones  was  sent  back  to  Norfolk 
a  few  weeks  later  and  two  weeks 
ago  his  cause  was  taken  before  the 
disciplinary  board,  where  his  guilt 
or  innocence  was  to  be  decided.  If 
found  guilty,  Jones  case  would 
probably  have  been  taken  to  the 
district  attorney  for  prosecution. 
In  large  part  because  he  had  a 
lawyer  to  represent  him,  he  was 
found  not  guilty. 

But  innocence  of  a  crime  in 
prison  is  not  quite  what  the  nice¬ 
ties  of  a  free-world  legal  per¬ 
spective  might  suggest.  Like  most 
prisoners,  Eddie  Jones  is  serving 
an  indeterminate  sentence,  mean¬ 
ing  the  time  he  actually  spends 
behind  bars  depends  on  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  a  parole  board,  a  decision 
not  subject  to  the  due  process  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  Constitution. 
And  where  he  will  spend  that 
time,  whether  in  a  harsh  maxi- 
mum-security  prison  like  Walpole 
or  in  the  relative  comfort  of  an 
institution  like  the  Southeastern 
Correctional  Center,  depends  on 
the  equally  unchallengable  deci¬ 
sions  of  prison  authorities. 

In  Eddie  Jones’s  case,  both 
those  decisions  will  be  based  on 
his  record  in  prison  and  an  accusa¬ 
tion  like  that  levelled  against  him 
would  carry  weight  regardless  of 
the  disciplinary  board’s  verdict. 

Since  none  of  the  other  seven 
accused  men  is  gay,  it  can’t  be 
claimed  that  the  incident  was 
purely  a  result  of  homophobia. 
But  as  every  open  lesbian  and  gay 
man  knows  from  undeniable  per¬ 
sonal  experience,  homophobia  is  a 
constant  factor  in  dealings  with 
straight  authorities.  For  most  of 
us  the  importance  of  that  factor  is 
reduced  by  constitutional  re¬ 
straints.  But  the  Constitution  has 
little  meaning  in  the  daily  lives  of 
prisoners.

Aronson  refused  to  cross-examine 
her,  saying  her  testimony  was  “ir¬ 
relevant.”

Wildwomoon  told  GCN  that 
the  three  women  “don’t  believe  in 
censorship.  We  are  just  asking 
people  to  be  responsible  for  the 
weapons  they  sell.”  She  said  that 
the  women  conducted  their  own 
defense  as  an  “act  of  conscience 
...  In  some  ways,  we  have  been 
preparing  for  it  our  whole  lives.” 
The  process  of  conducting  the  de¬ 
fense,  she  said,  was  “really  beau¬ 
tiful  .  .-  .  [an  attitude  of]  love  and 
conem  showed  through.”

Dear  Friends, 

I  came  across  a  small  advertisement  for  your 
weekly  in  The  New  York  Review  of  Books.  1  am 
writing  to  you  for  1  think  you  will  understand  my 
problems  and  help  to  solve  them. 

At  present  I  am  working  for  a  doctorate  in 
modern  British  literature  at  the  University  of 
Poona.  Poona  is  a  town  of  about  one  million  in 
Maharashtra,  a  province  of  India  which  includes 
Bombay.  1  am  31  years  old  and  have  been  “gay” 
for  all  these  years,  hence  this  letter. 

Perhaps  you  know  that  our  social  system  is 
one  of  the  most  rigid  ones  in  matters  of  sex  in 
general  and  homosexuality  in  particular.  I  first 
realized  that  1  was  gay  when  I  was  16  and  have 
lived  since  then  in  permanent  emotional  torture, 
alienation  and  loneliness.  I  have  tried  to  find 
friends  like  me,  my  seniors,  equals  as  well  as 
juniors  in  age,  education,  and  social  status  but 
have  failed  to  form  even  one  prolonged  relation¬ 
ship.  Only  a  few  could  understand  how  1  felt  and 
a  couple  of  them  allowed  me  to  express  my  love 
as  intimately  and  vigorously  as  I  wanted  to.  But 
for  these  two  oases,  I  have  lived  all  these  years  in 
an  emotional  void. 

Not  that  I  am  a  failure  in  life.  I  have  estab¬ 
lished  myself  as  a  writer  in  my  mother  tongue 
(Marathi),  as  a  social  worker  and  also  as  a  public 
speaker  in  my  state.  My  educational  career  has 
been  quite  good.  But  inside  I  am  burning  all  the 
time.  The  atmosphere  is  so  stifling  that  one  gay 
keeps  hiding  himself  from  another.  The  taboos 
are  so  strong  that  only  recently  a  death  sentence 
was  issued  by  a  Poona  judge  in  a  murder  case 
where  the  gay  lover  had  murdered  his  handsome 
friend  for  the  friend  would  not  respond  to  his 
love.  What  pained  me  was  not  that  a  murderer 
was  to  be  hanged  but  that  the  judge  and  everyone 
else  was  very  revengeful  and  vehement  in  passing 
the  sentence  and  there  was  no  one  to  get  up  and 
say  that  there  is  nothing  wrong  in  homosexuality 
(which  is  illegal  in  India). 

So,  dear  friends,  your  weekly  was  a  ray  of 
hope  to  me.  I  am  afraid  I  can’t  subscribe  for  a 
year  (my  monthly  income  is  about  $60.  —  it  is  a 
fellowship)  but  I  would  like  to  subscribe  for  six 
weeks  at  least.  Please  don’t  publish  my  name.  I 
really  don’t  see  any  chances  of  making  a  com¬ 
plete  friendship  with  someone  over  there,  but  if 
you  are  able  to  find  me  a  pen-friend,  I  should  be 
very  grateful  to  you.  I  need  someone  who  will 
understand  me.

Dear  Friends, 

Aimee  Sands  raises  an  interesting  and  valid 
point  in  her  letter  in  the  July  26  issue  concerning 
a  past  installment  of  the  “Cookie  Jones”  comic 
strip.  However,  I  think  it  is  also  important  for  us 
as  a  community  not  to  allow  our  striving  for  poli¬ 
tical  correctness  to  lead  us  into  such  devastating 
catatonia  that  we  become  unable  to  laugh,  to  act, 
to  speak,  or  to  feel. 

It  has  been  said  many  times  that  our  commun¬ 
ity  has  an  alarming  tendency  to  humorlessness.  I 
suggest  that  as  we  give  careful  scrutiny  to  our 
actions  and  words  to  be  sure  that  they  are  not 
politically  oppressive,  we  also  give  careful  scru¬ 
tiny  to  our  actions  and  words  to  be  sure  that  we 
are  not  losing  our  senses  of  humor  and 
perspective. 

In  particular,  while  it  is  no  doubt  oppressive  to 
see  all  black  lesbians  as  exclusive  possessors  of  a 
powerful  sexuality,  it  is  not  necessarily  oppres¬ 
sive  to  find  a  particular  black  lesbian  sexually 
attractive.  While  the  future  episodes  of  “Cookie 
Jones”  may  reveal  an  oppressive  trend,  they  are 
even  more  likely  not  to  do  so.  Indeed,  without 
knowing  what  Jennifer  Camper  has  in  mind  for 
future  episodes,  it  might  be  best  to  give  her  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt  at  this  time.  This  would 
mean  that  Cookie’s  “damp  crotch”  could,  at 
least  for  the  time  being,  be  taken  to  be  the  result 
of  attraction  to  this  one  particular  black  lesbian 
rather  than  the  result  of  any  racism  in  Cookie’s 
perception  of  all  black  lesbians.  Who  knows,  it  is 
possible  that  the  aforementioned  “damp  crotch” 
may  be  the  foreshadowing  of  some  love  affair  as 
yet  to  be  developed. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  say  that  it  seems  to 
me  that  in  the  last  few  issues,  just  about  every¬ 
body  has  had  one  dart  or  another  to  sling  at  Ms. 
Camper.  Comment  has  been  published  as  to  a 
past  cover  illustration,  the  “brownies”  cartoon, 
and  now  this  segment  of  “Cookie  Jones.”  While 
it  is  always  good  that  we  be  accountable  to  each 
other  within  the  movement,  I  would  remind 
everyone  that  our  community  has  lost  many 
people  because  of  its  tendency  to  snipe  at  anyone 
who  emerges  into  a  position  of  leadership  or  pro¬ 
minence.

This  is  in  reference  to  the  News  Note  on  the 
Disabled  People’s  Liberation  Front  (DPLF), 
GCN,  8/2/80. 

I  attended  the  so-called  demo  at  the  Sack  57 
theatre  on  Wednesday  night,  July  30.  There  were 
twelve  pickets  of  which  two  were  in  wheelchairs. 
Two  of  the  group  were  at  the  “T”  station  demo 
(re:  fare  increases)  at  Park  Street  the  day  the  fare 
increases  went  into  effect.  They  were  represent¬ 
ing  another  group  at  the  time.  One  of  these  two 
people  is  a  young  man  who  at  both  demo’s  has 
become  violent  when  police,  using  very  little 
force,  have  attempted  to  keep  people  behind  the 
barricades,  etc.  He  raised  his  fist  to  strike  the 
officers,  shoved  them,  etc.  and  I  think  the  police 
in  both  cases  showed  great  restraint  and 
patience,  more  so  than  normal! 

If  the  handicapped,  of  which  I  am  one  (I  am 
also  gay),  want  to  gain  public  support,  they  need 
to  rid  themselves  of  these  violent  types,  and  per¬ 
haps  use  the  silent  vigil  prayeT  system  of  the 
Society  of  Friends  which  worked  so  well  during 
the  Vietnam  crisis. 

I  might  add  that,  including  myself,  there  were 
only  four  gays  (active  in  gay  groups)  that  I  could 
spot. 

The  DPLF  needs  to  make  some  changes  in  its 
demonstration  tactics  if  it  expects  gays  as  well  as 
other  groups  to  support  them.

GCN, 

We  view  with  unease  and  growing  anger  the 
rapidly  increasing  attacks  on  the  lesbian-feminist 
community  by  some  gay  male  activists.  It  is  be¬ 
coming  apparent  to  us  that  as  lesbians  make  their 
voices  heard  within  the  lesbian  and  gay  move¬ 
ment,  these  men  are  feeling  increasingly 
threatened. 

Such  issues  as  “man/boy  love”  actively  chal¬ 
lenge  the  supposed  stance  of  feminism  in  the  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  movement.  In  these  circumstances, 
the  child,  and  we  are  not  referring  to  teenagers,  is 
in  the  traditional  female  position,  that  is, 
without  the  power,  economic  resources,  physical 
strength  or  social  freedom  of  the  adult  male.  Per¬ 
haps  more  importantly  the  child  is  emotionally  as 
well  as  physically  immature.  Such  a  man-boy  re¬ 
lationship  or  encounter  can  hardly  be  between 
equals.  Rather  a  huge  potential  exists  for  physi¬ 
cal  or  economic  coercion  of  the  boy,  that  is, 
rape.  The  ultimate  resolution  of  this  issue  would 
be  the  legalization  of  the  rape  of  young  boys  who 
are  in  the  traditional  position  of  women  in  this 
society. 

Advocates  of  man/boy  love  have  been  disturb¬ 
ingly  silent  on  subjects  such  as  the  prostitution  of 
children,  the  buying  and  selling  of  children  in  the 
underground  “slave  market,”  the  exploitive  use 
of  children  in  pornography  by  capitalist  entre¬ 
preneurs  and  the  existence  of  cases  of  violent 
crimes  against  children  by  adults  which  appear  to 
be  sexually  motivated  and  which  have  sometimes 
received  coverage  in  the  media. 

In  addition,  these  gay  male  activists,  not  sur¬ 
prisingly,  express  no  concern  for  the  female 
children  whose  protection  (slight  as  it  may  be) 
from  sexual  abuse  by  heterosexual  males,  is  de¬ 
pendent  on  the  age  of  consent  laws.  When  this 
issue  was  first  brought  up  at  a  Coalition  for 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  meeting  the  response  of 
one  North  American  Man/Boy  Love  Association 
(NAMBLA)  leader  was,  “. .  .  I’m  sick  and  tired 
of  hearing  about  your  (i.e.  women’s)  rape  .  . 

In  New  York,  because  of  the  position  of 
CLGR  on  the  man/boy  love  issue,  CLGR  re¬ 
fused  to  endorse  the  March  on  Albany  when  it 
was  learned  that  David  Thorstad,  a  NAMBLA 
spokesperson,  would  be  a  keynote  speaker.  At 
the  time,  Mr.  Thorstad  stated  that  he  would  not 
be  censored  on  the  content  of  his  speech  and 
CLGR  feared  he  would  choose  to  address  the 
age-of-consent  issue.  Because  of  this  NAMBLA 
supporters  in  the  Christopher  Street  Liberation 
Day  Committee  refused  to  cooperate  or  work 
with  any  CLGR  member  —  especially  the 
women.  The  men  who  supported  women  were 
called  “spineless.”  Under  these  circumstances 
the  woman-hating  became  quite  apparent.  No 
work  was  getting  done,  therefore,  a  new  com¬ 
mittee  for  organizing  the  CSLD  rally  was 
formed. 

In  California,  another  blatant  attack  on 
lesbian-feminism  within  the  movement  occurred 
during  the  April  18th  fund-raising  benefit  for 
San  Francisco  City  Supervisor  Britt.  This  assault 
on  the  dignity  and  humanity  of  lesbians  by 
female  impersonator  Charles  Pierce,  took  the 
form  of  “humor”  such  as,  “Why  do  they  put 
cocks  on  weathervanes?  Because  wouldn’t  a  cunt 
look  funny  flapping  in  the  breeze?”  and  refer¬ 
ences  to  a  victim  of  a  lighted  cigarette  as  “the 
bull  dyke  from  New  York.”  In  response  to  this 
vicious  woman-baiting,  the  sixty  members  of  the 
San  Francisco  Lesbian  Chorus  (also  performers 
for  the  benefit),  as  well  as  twenty  other  women 
and  ten  men,  walked  out.  We  wish  to  applaud 
this  action. 

In  our  opinion,  the  escalation  of  these  attacks 
has  been  caused  by  the  rise  of  new,  strong,  inde¬ 
pendent  lesbian  activists  within  the  lesbian  and 
gay  movement.  In  the  past,  while  the  majority  of 
lesbian  activists  were  involved  in  separatist 
activities,  those  lesbians  who  became  involved  in 
the  gay  (male)  movement  were  relatively  few  in 
number,  held  insignificant  positions  and  were, 
frequently,  gay-male  identified.  In  short,  they 
posed  no  threat  to  the  male  hierarchy  and  control 
within  the  movement.  With  strong  lesbian  activ¬ 
ists  threatening  this  male  dominance  the  ugly 
underbelly  of  gay  male  woman-hating  was  due  to 
be  shown. 

In  light  of  this,  it  is  ironic  that  lip-service  is 
being  paid  to  unity  in  the  lesbian  and  gay  move¬ 
ment.  Most  currently,  “unity”  is  the  theme  of 
the  1980  CSLD  March.  Yet,  how  can  there  be 
unity  in  a  movement  where  lesbian-feminist 
opinion  is  shouted  down  by  cries  of,  “cunt,” 
“bitch”  and  “sexless  women”?  We  must  not 
forfeit  our  dignity  or  betray  our  values  for  the 
sake  of  unity. 

It  also  doesn’t  escape  our  notice  that  it  is  the 
women  who  are  expected  to  relinquish  their 
stand  and  beliefs  in  favor  of  the  men’s.  This  is  an 
all  too  familiar  scene.

The  Gay  Activists  Alliance/NYC  has  again  has 
been  consumed  whole  by  the  Revolutionary 
Socialist  League  in  your  pages.

In  the  July  5, 1980,  issue  of  GCN,  a  front  page 
article  discussed  the  political  division  which  has 
occurred  of  late  between  the  NYC  Christopher 
Street  Liberation  Day  Committee  and  the 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  March  Committee.  That 
such  a  schism  happened  so  very  shortly  before 
the  1980  NYC  Gay  Pride  March,  or  more  crucial, 
that  it  happened  at  all,  has  caused  me  and  many 
of  my  friends  much  consternation. 

Gay  Pride  Day  is,  of  all  days  of  the  year,  the 
ONE  day  on  which  we  need  to  present  a  unified 
community  for  the  larger  society  to  see,  for  in 
that  unity  lies  the  strength  of  the  statement  which 
the  march  is  intended  to  make  in  the  first  place. 

I  belong  to  the  Gay  Nurses’  Alliance  of  New 
York,  and  our  group  had  real  difficulty  deciding 
which  of  the  two  groups,  if  either,  to  support. 
After  some  rather  intense  discussion  on  the 
morning  of  the  march,  with  opinions  expressed 
in  support  of  both  groups,  we  temporarily  re¬ 
solved  the  situation  by  deciding  to  march  under 
our  banner  only  to  Fifth  Avenue  and  58th  Street, 
the  point  of  division  of  the  march.  At  that  point, 
our  banner  was  taken  down,  and  individual 
members  of  GNA/NY  were  encouraged  to 
choose  their  own  direction  for  the  continuation 
of  the  march,  if  in  fact  they  wished  to  continue  at 
all.  We  know  that  we  have  more  to  investigate 
and  discuss  before  we  will  be  able  to  come  to  an 
opinion  of  the  situation  acceptable  to  our  entire 
group. 

Does  San  Francisco  not  celebrate  their  Gay 
Pride  Day  with  a  march  somewhat  different  than 
that  which  takes  place  in  NYC?  Is  theirs  not  a 
day  for  unity  through  entertainment  and  joy? 
That  day  of  fun  and  frolic  must  serve  as  a  won¬ 
derful  release  from  the  necessary  political  and 
social  stresses  and  tensions  with  which  we  are  so 
familiar  in  our  daily  lives.  Perhaps  for  next  year, 
whichever  committee(s)  exists  to  plan  the  march 
should  consider  such  art  alternative,  and  for  that 
one  day,  lay  aside  the  political  component.  After 
all,  there  will  always  be  divisions  within  politics, 
and  the  more  divided  we  become,  the  less  chance 
we  have  of  accomplishing  any  of  our  goals  of  ad¬ 
vancement  and  acceptance.

not  welcome 

Dear  GCN, 

The  United  States  is  justly  proud  of  its  record 
as  a  haven  for  people  of  all  races,  creeds  and 
ethnic  origins.  Not  many  Americans  are  aware, 
however,  that  this  country  has  long  had  a  law 
banning  homosexuals  from  entering  the  country 
—  a  ban  that  recently  withstood  a  challenge  from 
the  Surgeon  General. 

In  1952,  a  conservative  Congress  passed  the 
Immigration  and  Nationality  Act,  also  known  as 
the  McCarran-Walter  Act.  This  legislation  deter¬ 
mined  that  homosexuality  was  a  disease,  and  that 
homosexual  aliens  were  barred  from  entering  this 
country. 

Views  on  human  sexuality  have  changed  quite 
a  bit  since  1952,  however,  and  last  August  2, 
Surgeon  General  Julius  Richmond  said  the 

government  no  longer  would  use  homosexuality 
as  a  reason  for  denying  aliens  entry  into  the 
United  States.  Richmond  said  the  Public  Health 
Service  no  longer  considered  homosexuality  a 
“mental  disease  or  defect”  and  that  government 
physicians  would  no  longer  issue  medical  holds 
on  aliens  suspected  solely  of  being  homosexual. 

The  change  was  made  to  “reflect  current  and 
generally  accepted  canons  of  medical  practice 
with  respect  to  homosexuality,”  Richmond  said, 
and  was  also  made  because  homosexuality  could 
not  be  determined  through  medical  diagnostic 
procedures. 

This  stance  was  regrettably  short  lived.  In 
December,  lawyers  for  the  Justice  Department 
concluded  that  the  Immigration  and  Naturaliza¬ 
tion  Service  must  enforce  the  ban,  the  Surgeon 
General  notwithstanding. 

It  seems  likely  that  the  law  will  prevent  only  a 
small  number  of  people  from  entering  the 
country.  David  Crosland,  acting  director  of  the 
Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service,  said 
that  instructions  to  immigration  officers  would 
discourage  “a  lot  of  unnecessary  questions” 
about  an  alien’s  sexual  orientation.  Nevertheless, 
it  looks  like  homosexuals  will  remain  technically 
unwelcome  in  the  United  States  for  some  time  to 
come.

It  is  apparent  that  your  reviewer  of  the  Bowyer 
and  Bruggeman  Dance  Company  appearance  at 
Jacobs  Pillow,  Maria  Ruth  Allisan,  is  know¬ 
ledgeable  about  politics,  but  she  is  also  woefully 
uneducated  about  dance.

Cuban  refugees 

Dear  Brothers  &  Sisters: 

Congratulations  on  the  excellent  in-depth  re¬ 
porting  of  the  gay  Cuban  refugee  situation.  GCN 
has  provided  some  of  the  best  coverage  and 
analysis  of  the  plight  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  in 
Cuba  and  their  flight  to  this  country.  For  those 
of  us  who  live  in  Miami,  we  have  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  meet  with  gay  Cubans  face  to  face  and 
learn  more  about  the  nature  of  anti-gay  oppres¬ 
sion  that  exists  in  that  nation. 

One  of  the  most  moving  scenes  1  have  wit¬ 
nessed  in  my  life  was  the  contingent  of  Cuban 
refugees,  many  of  whom  just  arrived  a  few  days 
before,  in  Miami’s  Gay  Pride  March  last  June 
28th. 

It  is  extremely  unfortunate  there  still  is  a  few 
die-hard  Cuba  apologists  who  are  offended  when 
the  extreme  persecution  of  gays  in  Cuba  is 
exposed.  In  a  letter  to  the  editor  (GCN,  July  5, 
1980)  Jerry  Silberman  accuses  GCN  of  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  “lies,  distortions,  and  blatent  anti¬ 
communist  propaganda.”  I  have  no  quarrel  with 
Mr.  Silberman’s  communist  political  ideology, 
but  to  apologize  and  defend  a  nation  whose 
government  systematically  oppresses  gays  is 
shameful.  I  suggest  Mr.  Silberman  read  the  series 
of  articles  on  Cuba  in  Out  Of  The  Closets: 
Voices  Of  Gay  Liberation  by  Karla  Jay  and  Allen 
Young  (who  happen  to  be  socialists  and 
feminists).

cated  in  a  July  8  newsletter  that  he 
would  go  to  Virginia  Beach  to 
xampaign  in  favor  of  the  refe¬ 
rendum. 

Stating  that  “We  cannot  let  the 


moral  menace  that  is  now  at  work 
in  Virginia  Beach  continue  to 
grow  in  our  nation,”  Green  went 
on  to  write  that  “I  am  flying  to 
meet  with  them  to  help  form  a 
group  to  overcome  this  kind  of 
attack  on  morality.” 

When  contacted  by  GCN,  how¬ 
ever.  Green  said  that  he  would 


have  to  check  his  file  on  the  issue 
to  respond  to  questions,  and  did 
not  respond  to  further  calls. 

In  a  related  event,  UUGC 
announced  that  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union  of  Virginia 
plans  to  file  suit  Aug.  15  to  restore 
the  free  and  unlimited  distribution 
of  Our  Own.

Later  that  year,  Mr.  Doe  re¬ 
married  and  began  requesting 
long  visits  with  his  son.  “When  he 
said  he  wanted  our  son  for  half  a 
year,  even  though  it  wasn’t  what  I 
wanted,  I  went  along  with  it ...  I 
was  pretty  naive.”  About  a  year 
later,  the  father  and  his  new  wife 
came  to  take  the  boy  out  to 
dinner.  Within  a  few  hours  Jane 


Doe  received  a  call  from  the 
couple  informing  her  that  they 
were  not  bringing  her  son  back. 

Doe  wanted  to  sue  for  custody, 
but  she  was  advised  that  her 
chances  of  winning  a  court  room 
battle  as  an  “open”  lesbian  (she 
lives  with  her  lover)  were  minute. 
She  settled  out  of  court  for  liberal 
visitation  rights:  she  could  have 
her  son  with  her  for  eight  weeks 
each  summer  and  alternating 
Christmas  and  Easter  vacations. 


Two  years  later,  John  Doe  and 
his  new  wife  filed  to  adopt  the 
boy.  Jane  Doe  challenged  this  in 
court.  According  to  her,  the  only 
testimony  given  at  the  hearing 
which  weakened  her  case  was  that 
she  leads  a  “looser  lifestyle”  —  as 
a  lesbian,  as  the  lover  of  a  woman 
whose  son  is  black,  as  a  mother 
who  allows  children  in  her  home 
to  say  “shit.”  She  lost  the  case  — 
and,  in  the  eyes  of  the  court,  her 
motherhood. 


Jane  Doe  told  GCN  that  her 
former  husband  and  his  new  wife 
did  not  adopt  her  son  out  of  con¬ 
cern  that,  as  a  lesbian,  she  would 
badly  influence  him.  She  believes 
that  they  consciously  used  her  les¬ 
bianism  to  get  what  they  wanted 
from  a  court  system  which  they 
know  is  prejudiced. 

About  the  fact  that  many  state 
Supreme  Courts  have  overturned 
decisions  which  uphold  parental 
rights  of  lesbians,  Doe  com¬ 


mented  that  “even  in  these  states, 
judges  can  choose  to  ignore  prece¬ 
dents  and  say  that  he  (or  she]  is 
denying  custody  on  the  grounds 
that  the  mother  doesn’t  keep  a 
neat  enough  house,  for  instance.” 

Asked  how  her  son  feels  about 
this  court  battle,  she  said  that  he 
“doesn’t  want  to  talk  about  it .  .  . 
which  is  smart  because  he  has  to 
get  along  with  his  stepmother.”

There’s  No  Place  Like  Home

I  want  to  tell  you' about  an  experiment  I’ve  been  in¬ 
volved  in  for  several  years.  Over  four  years  ago,  my 
roommate,  Tony,  and  I  were  sitting  in  our  living  room 
on  a  Saturday  afternoon  trying  to  decide  what  to  do  that 
night.  You  know  the  syndrome:  Saturday  night  when 
everyone  is  supposed  to  do  something  exciting  and  have 
a  great  time.  If  you  don’t,  you’re  likely  to  wake  up  on 
Sunday  morning  feeling  weird  and  lonely,  a  social 
failure.  We  ticked  off  our  options:  dancing,  the  bars,  a 
movie,  the  theatre,  the  baths,  a  concert,  dinner  at  a 
good  restaurant.  None  of  them  hit  the  mark.  We  both 
realized  that  what  we  most  wanted  was  to  spend  a  quiet 
evening  at  home,  socializing  with  some  of  our  gay  male 
friends.  But  it  was  too  late  for  that.  By  late  afternoon, 
everyone  would  have  plans  for  the  evening.  Why,  they 
were  probably  already  ironing  their  tee  shirts  and  jeans! 

The  idea  struck  though,  and  Tony  said,  “What  if  we 
called  our  friends  and  said  that  we  would  be  home  every 
Saturday  night;  that  we  would  make  a  big  pot  of  food 
(spaghetti,  chili,  stew,  rice  and  beans  —  something 
cheap  that  can  stretch)  and  a  salad;  that  our  friends 
could  drop  by  without  calling,  any  Saturday,  and  they 
could  bring  their  friends;  and  that  they  should  bring 
something  —  drink,  bread,  fruit,  dessert.  Would  it 
work?”  Well,  we  tried  it.  We  made  the  phone  calls. 
Some  of  our  friends  were  excited.  Others,  disbelieving, 
asked  us  to  repeat  what  we  had  just  said.  Saturday  night 
rolled  around,  and  we  cooked.  The  doorbell  rang,  Tony 
and  I  opened  it,  and  a  puzzled  face  peered  in  question- 
ingly:  “You’re  really  here?” 

About  15  gay  men  came  that  first  night.  It  was  just 
like  Tony  and  I  had  imagined  it  —  a  very  pleasant,  hap¬ 
py,  relaxed  evening  with  lots  of  friends.  The  evening 
ended  and,  as  people  were  leaving,  they  asked:  “You’ll 
really  be  here  next  Saturday,  too?”  Yes.  “I  don’t  have 
to  call  in  advance?”  No.  “Can  I  bring  a  friend?”  Sure. 


And  so  our  Saturday  night  “open  house”  began  in 
1976.  Some  nights  there  were  only  eight  or  ten  guests;  at 
other  times,  as  many  as  50  arrived.  There  were  friends, 
and  friends  of  friends,  and  friends  of  friends  of  friends. 
Men  would  come  who  had  only  heard  about  it,  and  who 
risked  walking  into  a  room  full  of  strangers  just  for  the 
possibility  of  a  pleasant  evening  with  other  gay  men. 
The  crowd  would  change  a  lot  from  week  to  week,  but 
that  was  part  of  the  excitement:  we  never  knew  what  the 
evening  would  be  like.  Some  of  our  friends  came  every 
week;  others  showed  only  occasionally.  Lots  of  new 
friendships  formed;  old  friendships  became  tighter.  One 
close  friend  now  comes  around  with  his  lover:  he  met 
David  on  a  Saturday  night  four  years  ago.  Sometimes

two  men  who  are  strangers  to  each  other  lock  eyes  and 
everyone  can  feel  the  erotic  energy  passing  between 
them;  hours  later,  the  two  go  home  together.  Men  who 
are  taking  their  first,  tentative  steps  into  gay  life  find 
their  way  to  our  home.  I  think  to  myself:  I  wish  some¬ 
thing  like  this  had  fallen  my  way  14  years  ago  when  I 
was  coming  out. 


Mostly  the  evenings  are  a  kind  of  free  form  socializ¬ 
ing  with  men  walking  in  and  out  of  rooms,  from  one 
group  or  conversation  to  another.  But  other  things  hap¬ 
pen  too.  The  zap  of  Irving  Bieber,  Charles  Socarides,  et. 
al.  at  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  I’m  proud  to 
say,  was  planned  in  my  living  room  on  a  Saturday  even¬ 
ing.  Another  time,  we  had  a  birthday  party  with  cake 
and  candles  to  celebrate  the  founding  of  the  Mattachine 
Society  in  Los  Angeles  in  November  1950;  Jonathan 
Katz  and  I  did  a  reading  of  the  early  documents.  We 
have  birthday  parties  for  each  other,  too.  The  night  | 
before  the  Gay  Pride  March  we  all  leave  together,  en  j 
masse,  and  dance  our  asses  off  in  the  Village.  A  Body 
Politic  member  came  one  evening  to  tell  us  about  their 
trial;  an  activist  from  California  spoke,  in  1978,  about 
the  anti-Briggs  work  on  the  West  Coast.  Men  who 
remember  the  fifties  start  singing  melodies  from  old 
Broadway  shows.  Sometimes  everyone  arrives  with  a  big 
dessert  and  we  spend  the  night  stuffing  our  faces  and 
getting  high  on  sugar. 

So  far  I’ve  talked  about  our  Saturday  nights  just  in 
terms  of  men.  But  women  attend  too.  Much  of  the  time 
the  gatherings  are  all-male;  sometimes  there  are  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  women;  occasionally  there  are  lots  of  lesbians. 
The  latter  usually  occurs  when  several  of  us  decide 
together  to  call  our  lesbian  friends,  extend  an  invitation, 
and  suggest  that  they  bring  their  friends.  When  that 
happens,  the  evenings  work  fine,  but  it’s  also  true  that 
women  who  come  once,  unlike  men  who  are  brought  by 
friends,  don’t  return.  Why,  I’ve  wondered.  Maybe 
we’re  sexist  slobs.  The  fact  is,  though,  that  this  group  of 
men  is  by  and  large  about  as  feminist  and  anti-sexist  as 
any  group  of  men  one  is  likely  to  encounter. 

There’s  a  different  reason,  I  think,  why  our  gather¬ 
ings  remain  predominantly  male.  Lesbians  also  need 
alternatives  to  the  Duchess  and  the  Sahara  (New  York 
City  lesbian  bars),  but  they  need  lesbian  alternatives.  A 
woman  brought  to  our  house  for  the  first  time  is  coming 
to  a  gay  male  household.  She  knows  that  to  return  on 
her  own  is  to  choose  to  spend  her  evening  in  a  gay  male  . 
environment.  It’s  not  her  alternative  anymore  than  it 
would  be  mine,  if  I  were  brought  to  an  open  house  run  | 
by  lesbians.  The  few  women  who  do  attend  regularly  i 
aren’t  coming  to  an  “alternative.”  They’re  coming  to 
spend  an  evening  with  their  close  gay  male  friends. 

After  18  months  of  our  weekly  open  house,  Tony  ana ' 
I  moved  into  a  larger  apartment,  in  the  same  neighbor-  u 
hood,  with  David,  a  friend  who  was  a  Saturday  night  i 
regular.  Now  there  were  three  of  us.  Still,  after  a  while,  i 
it  became  a  burden.  We  had  to  be  home  every  week,  and 
cooking  —  and  cleaning  the  next  morning  —  for  30  to  ' 
40  people  is  a  big  job.  Maybe  it  was  time  to  call  it  quits. 
We  talked  about  it  with  friends  who  sympathized  but 
who  were  also  horrified  at  the  thought  of  a  wonderful 
“institution”  coming  to  an  end.  So  we  decided  that  a 
good  solution  would  be  to  solicit  pairs  of  volunteers  to 
cook.  That  worked  for  a  fall  and  winter,  but  then,  ex¬ 
cept  for  a  couple  of  diehards  who  kept  volunteering,  the 
work  was  mostly  falling  on  the  three  of  us  again.  So,  we 
called  a  special  emergency  meeting  of  the  dozen  or  so 
regulars  and  shouted  “Help!”  The  outcome  was  per¬ 
fect.  We  now  have  a  collective  of  nine  men  who  take 
charge  of  cooking  and  cleaning.  We  still  solicit 
volunteers,  but  if  no  one  raises  a  hand,  the  responsibili¬ 
ty  doesn’t  automatically  fall  on  me,  David  and  Tony.  In 
the  last  six  months.  I’ve  only  had  to  cook  twice.  Why,  I 
don’t  even  have  to  be  there!  I  can  actually  go  out  on  the 
town  on  a  Saturday  night  if  that’s  what  I  want  to  do. 

Roughly  every  six  months  or  so,  we  have  an  evening 
to  evaluate  how  it’s  all  going,  to  discuss  what’s  going 
well,  what  isn’t  working,  how  we  can  change  things  to 
make  the  evenings  more  enjoyable.  “I  wish  it  were  more 
sexual,”  one  friend  says.  “I  see  this  as  an  alternative  to 
the  bars,  a  place  where  the  atmosphere  won’t  be  drip¬ 
ping  with  cruising  vibes,  but  if  I  never  go  home  with 
anyone,  what  kind  of  alternative  is  it?” 

“Right,”  says  another.  “Sometimes  I  leave  here  and 
end  up  going  to  the  baths.  I  wish  I  could  meet  someone 
here.” 

“What  do  you  mean?,”  a  third  friend  chimes  in.  “I 
think  it’s  too  cruisy.  I  want  a  gay  space  where  I  can  hang 
loose  and  relax,  and  not  think  about  scoring.” 

“Oh,  I  don’t  know,”  says  someone  else.  “I  do 
alright.  I’ve  met  some  sexy  men  here  whom  I’ve  gone 
home  with  later.” 

“Maybe  it’s  us.  It’s  hard  to  break  the  dichotomy  be¬ 
tween  socializing  with  friends  and  cruising  with 
strangers.  Saturday  nights  are  almost  like  a  laboratory. 
We’re  learning  and  experimenting  with  different  ways 
of  being  gay.” 

Any  one  of  those  statements  could  have  come  from! 
me.  Most  of  the  time,  I  go  to  bed  by  myself  on  Saturday

night.  Sometimes,  I  sink  into  the  mattress,  relaxed  and 
mellow,  a  bit  stoned,  flushed  with  satisfaction  at  the 
wonderful,  warm,  ever  expanding  circle  of  gay  male 
friends  I  have.  Sometimes  I  go  to  bed  alone,  horny  and 
frustrated,  angry  at  myself  for  not  being  more  assertive 
and  coming  on  to  a  new  man  who  excited  me.  Occa¬ 
sionally  I  got  out  afterward  to  cruise.  Occasionally 
someone  does  spend  the  night  with  me.  Twice,  I’ve  even 
had  very  sweet  “affairettes”  with  men  who  made  their 
way  to  my  home. 

Frustration  now  and  then  is  a  small  price  to  pay  for 
the  wonder  of  our  open  house.  We’ve  had  visitors  from 
six  continents  (no  gay  penguins  from  Antarctica  yet) 
and  many,  many  countries.  Friends  from  far  away  give 
our  names  and  address  to  their  friends  who  are  visiting 
New  York:  it’s  a  nice  resource  to  have  when  you’re  com¬ 
ing  to  a  big,  strange,  and  sometimes  scary  city.  And  the 
diversity  of  men  is  extraordinary.  On  any  given  Satur¬ 
day  night,  one  may  find  a  street  transvestite  in  the  same 
room  with  an  Ivy  League  college  professor;  a  19  year 
old  from  Gay  Youth  and  men  in  their  Fifties  who  joke 
about  founding  the  gay  grey  panthers;  heavy  duty 
politicos  and  men  who  have  never  been  to  a  demonstra¬ 
tion;  men  with  30  years  of  experience  in  gay  life  and 
others  for  whom  our  open  house  is  the  first  time  they’ve 
ever  sat  in  a  room  with  a  group  of  homosexuals.  As  I 
said,  it’s  a  wonder,  and  it  works.  In  almost  five  years, 
there  have  been  only  four  guests  whose  behavior  was  so 
disruptive  that  we  haven’t  wanted  them  to  return. 

Visitors  from  other  cities  sometimes  say  they’d  like  to 
start  a  similar  thing.  It  occurred  to  me  that  you,  reading 
this,  might  want  to  do  the  same,  so  here  are  a  few  obser¬ 
vations  about  the  elements  that  I  think  have  contributed 
to  its  success. 

First,  Tony,  David  and  I  like  having  people  around, 
lots  of  people.  If  we  didn’t  the  whole  thing  would  have 
collapsed  a  long  time  ago. 

Second,  we  don’t  play  “host.”  We  don’t  worry  about 
fancy  meals,  good  china  and  silverware  (most  of  our 
dishes  were  given  to  me  by  an  aunt  who  collected  them 
from  boxes  of  detergent).  These  are  not  piss  elegant 
gatherings.  The  whole  atmosphere  is  very  informal, 
casual,  and  effortless. 

Third,  you  need  space.  Tony  and  I  started  in  a  big 
five-room  apartment;  now  we  have  a  seven-room  place. 

Fourth,  there’s  the  absolute  regularity  and  depend¬ 
ability  of  it.  No  one  has  to  call  in  advance  because 
everyone  knows  we  will  be  there.  You  don’t  have  to  plan 
ahead,  but  can  make  a  spontaneous  decision  that  after-

noon.  If  we  shifted  locations,  or  even  did  it  on  alternate 
Saturday  nights,  it  wouldn’t  work. 

Fifth,  we’ve  had  a  lot  of  help  from  our  friends. 

Sixth,  I  think  it’s  important  that  we  don’t  live  in  a  gay 
neighborhood.  Yes,  you  can  decide  on  the  spur  of  the 
moment  to  attend  an  open  house,  but  it’s  still  a  deci¬ 
sion,  a  thoughtful  choice  of  how  to  spend  the  evening, 
because  most  of  our  friends  don’t  live  in  our  neighbor¬ 
hood  and  have  to  travel  to  get  here.  I  don’t  think  it 


would  work  if  we  lived  on  Christopher  Street  and  people 
could  just  pop  in  between  stops  at  Boots  &  Saddles  and 
Kellers. 

Finally,  I  don’t  think  it’s  an  accident  that  Tony  and  I 
who  started  it,  and  most  of  the  core  group  who  sustain 
our  open  house,  are  socialists.  We  aren’t  satisfied  just  to 
have  the  institutions  and  spaces  provided  for  gay  men 
by  a  capitalist  society.  Our  vision  of  the  future,,  which 
certainly  nourishes  me  and  my  commitment  to  our 
Saturday  night  gathering,  is  not  just  made  up  of 
“political”  changes  in  the  narrow  sense,  but  of  changes 
across  the  whole  range  of  social  institutions,  including 
how  human  beings  relate  to  one  another. 

I  can’t  resist  the  temptation  to  close  this  with  a 
message,  a  little  bit  of  editorializing.  Gay  men  come 
under  a  lot  of  attack  in  our  society.  I  don’t  mean  the  at¬ 
tacks  from  John  Briggs,  Anita  Bryant,  and  their  ilk.  I 
mean  the  attacks  from  our  friends  —  from  heterosexual 
allies,  from  some  lesbians,  and  from  lots  of  gay  men 
who  rant  and  rave  about  our  “shallow”  lives,  our 
“promiscuous”  behavior,  our  “anonymous”  sex,  our 
sexual  “objectification”  of  each  other.  (Those  are  not 
the  words  I  would  choose  to  use  anymore.)  One  gay 
male  writer  in  GCN  not  too  long  ago,  for  instances, 
lashed  out  at  those  of  us  who  “wear  our  cocks  on  our 
sleeves.” 

Now,  I  suppose  I  could  take  our  Saturday  nights  and 
use  them  as  proof  of  how  “good”  some  of  us  are,  as 
evidence  of  how  hard  we’re  trying.  But  for  me,  and  I’m 
only  speaking  for  myself,  doing  that  would  miss  the 
whole  point.  If  you  took  a  photograph  of  Christopher 
Street  on  a  warm  summer  evening,  you  could  use  the 
picture,  filled  as  it  would  be  with  handsome,  attractive 
men,  to  prove  that  we’re  cruising  our  lives  away.  I  might 
be  in  the  picture;  so  might  David,  or  Tony,  or  any  one 
of  the  men  who  come  to  our  Saturday  gatherings. 

But  a  photo  is  the  wrong  frame  of  reference.  It  can’t 
possibly  capture  the  diversity  of  our  experience,  not 
because  gay  men  are  so  different  from  one1  another 
(though  that,  of  course,  is  true),  but  because  each  one  of 
our  lives  contains  so  much  variety.  I  enjoy  our  open 
house  because  I  also  have  the  baths  at  my  disposal.  And 
I  can  enjoy  the  baths  as  much  as  I  do  in  part  because  I 
also  have  a  weekly  open  house  as  another  option.  Each 
of  us  deserves,  not  a  snapshot,  but  a  moving  picture 
with  lots  of  scenes  and  thousands  of  frames  to  capture 
the  full  richness  and  variety  of  our  lives.  And  we  ought 
to  value  all  of  it.

disappeared  behind  dramatic  sil¬ 
ver  clouds,  was  intimate  and 
entertaining.  No  sound  system 
was  used,  and  it  was  a  rare  ex¬ 
perience  to  hear  a  favorite  per¬ 
former  without  technological  en¬ 
hancement  or  distraction.

middle  “C”  at  the  base  of  the 
spine.  Furthermore,  each  note 
corresponds  to  a  color  in  the  rain¬ 
bow.  For  example,  the  heart  is  the 
note  “F”  and  the  color  green. 
Therefore,  by  humming  a  tone 
and  visualizing  a  color,  good 
energy  may  be  directed  to  that 
part  of  the  body,  and  sickness 
healed.  Kay  also  taught  us  how  to 
look  for  auras,  which  are  bands  of 
light  which  radiate  from  each  per¬ 
son.  Not  everyone  can  see  an 
aura,  which  is  done  by  “looking 
through”  a  person  rather  than 
“looking  at”  them,  so  there  was  a 
certain  amount  of  skepticism  and 
joking  about  auras  for  the  rest  of 
the  weekend.  However,  I  don’t 


think  anyone  would  doubt  the 
peacefulness  and  sense  of  com¬ 
munity  which  Kay’s  workshop 
generated.  Other  workshops 
included  handcarving  wooden 
spoons,;  Balkan  singing;  moon 
rituals;  and  politics.  There  was 
also  a  constant  volleyball  game, 
hiking  and  swimming. 

The  weekend  was  an  apparent 
success,  and  hopefully  will  be  re¬ 
peated.  I  hope  that  in  the  future, 
more  small-scale  local  women’s 
camping  weekends  will  occur  in 
many  parts  of  the  country.

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Class  Reunion 
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Complimentary  continental  breakfast

It’s  June,  and  Harvard  Square 
is  flooded  with  middle-aged  men 
from  all  over  the  country,  com¬ 
plete  with  beaming,  well-groomed 
families.  Displayed  on  their  busi¬ 
ness  suits  are  name  tags  bearing 
the  year  in  which  they  were  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Harvard  University. 
Yes,  it’s  the  annual  Harvard  Re¬ 
union  —  a  time  to  share  stories  of 
corporate  success  and  recent  vaca¬ 
tions  in  the  Carribean. 

On  June  6,  1980,  a  very  dif¬ 
ferent  kind  of  “reunion”  took 
place  in  Radcliffe’s  Longfellow 
Hall;  over  35  women  gathered  for 
the  second  meeting  of  the  Lesbian 
Alumnae  of  Radcliffe  College 
(LARQ.  The  women  ranged  in 
age  from  first  semester  fresh- 
women  to  members  of  the  class  of 


1953.  Although  most  were  from 
the  greater  Boston  area,  some 
women  came  from  as  far  as  West¬ 
ern  Massachusetts  and  New 
Hampshire.  The  LARC  meeting 
had  several  purposes:  to  share 
experiences  and  concerns  as  les¬ 
bians  associated  with  Harvard/ 
Radcliffe  (H/R)*,  and  to  begin 
defining  the  structure  and  goals  of 
the  newly-formed  group. 

The  group  was  diverse:  a  clin- 

*Over  the  past  30  years.  Harvard 
and  Radcliffe  have  merged  most 
of  their  functions.  However,  Rad¬ 
cliffe  retains  its  own  administra¬ 
tion  which  controls  several  inde¬ 
pendent  programs  and  serves  as 
an  advocate  for  women  on  cam¬ 
pus.  Some  students,  particularly 
feminists,  prefer  to  identify  them¬ 
selves  as  “Radcliffe  women.” 


ical  psychologist  working  for  the 
state,  a  waitress,  a  university  pro¬ 
fessor,  a  contractor,  and  an  artist 
living  in  the  woods.  Politically, 
people  ranged  from  moderate  to 
radical  feminist.  Along  with  alum¬ 
nae,  the  group  included  under¬ 
graduates,  graduate  students, 
staff  members  and  women  from 
nearby  colleges  interested  in  set¬ 
ting  up  their  own  alumnae  groups. 
Coming  Out 

After  introductions,  women 
shared  experiences  of  coming  out 
over  the  past  30  years. 

A  woman  from  the  class  of  1957 
never  had  mentioned  her  lesbian¬ 
ism  to  anyone,  or  acted  on  it, 
while  in  college.  Still,  she  said, 
“There  were  lots  of  strong,  sup¬ 
portive,  ‘cranky’  women  at  Rad¬ 
cliffe  then  —  women  who  were

Repeat  procedure. 

Then  urinate  (which  may  sting). 

Extended  exposure  or  delay  before  washing 
diminishes  the  effectiveness  of  this  preventive 
measure.  Washing  is  doubly  important  since  even  in 
the  absence  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhea,  other  sexually 
transmitted  germs  can  cause  infections  such  as  NGU 
(non  gonococcal  urethritis)  or  NSU  (non  specific 
urethritis). 

If  lubricants  are  involved  in  the  sex  act,  use 
watersoluble  preparations  that  will  wash  away.  Do 
not  use  an  oil  base  that  will  leave  a  film  to  trap  the 

germs. 

™ni«^.TE:  JhG  -foreskin  that  cowers  the  head  of  the 
penis  ^may  trap  germs  which  can  cause  infections. 

Therefore,  special  attention  should  be  given  to 
washing  the  uncircumcised  penis. 

When  vaccines  against  gonorrhea  and  syphilis 
will  have  been  developed,  personal  hygiene  will  re¬ 
main  necessary  to  prevent  other  sexually  transmitted 
diseases.  For  example:  A  gonorrhea  vaccine  will  not 
prevent  approximately  half  of  the  reported  cases  of 
male  urethritis  which  are  not  gonorrhea. 

PAGE  3:  SOME  ASPECTS  OF  PERSONAL 

HYGIENE  FOR  MALE  AND  FEMALE 

Infectious  germs  which  are  always  found  in  the 
lower  digestive  tract  may  be  transmitted  from  the  rec¬ 
tum  during  certain  sex  activities.  Among  the 
dangerous  germs  present  may  be  the  virus  which 
causes  hepatitis,  and  parasites  which  cause  gastro¬ 
intestinal  disorders  if  they  enter  the  mouth  (anal-oral 
route). 

The  mucous  membranes  of  the  genito-urinary 
system  are  highly  susceptible  to  infection  by  some  of 
these  germs  from  the  rectum.  For  example:  As  a 
result  of  careless  wiping  from  rectum  toward  vagina 
by  the  female  after  toilet,  germs  are  easily  spread  to 
the  vagina  where  they  may  cause  infections,  and  from 
which  they  may  be  transmitted  during  vaginal,  as  well 
as  rectal,  intercourse.  Therefore,  females  must  not 
wipe  in  the  direction  of  rectum  to  vagina . 

Personal  hygiene  before  and  after  sex  can  be 
greatly  aided  by  the  bidet,  a  low  bathroom  fixture, 
designed  to  facilitate  washing  for  disease  prevention 
and  proper  cleansing  after  toilet.  Not  everyone,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  has  been  adequately  informed  as  to  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  the  bidet;  it  is  not  found,  for  instance,  in 
homes  or  hotels  in  the  United  States,  whereas  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  it  is  widely  used  and  signifi¬ 
cant  to  personal  hygiene.  Good  hygiene  requires 
careful  washing  of  genital  and  rectal  areas  before  and 
after  sex. 

Men  and  Women:  Learn  also  about — 

The  significance  during  treatment  of  no  sex  con¬ 
tact  which  may  spread  the  disease,  and  particularly 
during  treatment  for  urethritis,  no  alcohol  which  may 
irritate  the  GU  system,  delaying  cure.  The  importance 
of  a  follow-up  visit  to  the  physician  to  see  if  further 
treatment  is  required.  For  the  sexually  active 
male  —  the  commercially  available  germicidal 
preparation  (Sanitube"  )  for  use  after  intercourse  to 
prevent  gonorrhea  and  syphilis. 

For  the  sexually  active  female  —  certain  com¬ 
mercially  available  vaginal  contraceptive  foams, 
creams,  suppositories  and  jellies,  which  also  have 
germicidal  properties  that  may  prevent  VD.

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weeded  out  sometime  during  the 
1950s.”  Another  LARC  member 
(class  of  1956)  came  out  during 
her  sophomore  year  into  Boston’s 
gay  and  lesbian  community,  in 
which  she  is  still  active.  She  led  a 
‘‘double  life”  in  college,  com¬ 
muting  from  her  Boston  apart¬ 
ment  to  genteel  Radcliffe. 

In  the  ’60s,  despite  political  ac¬ 
tivism  and  rapidly  changing  life¬ 
styles,  there  was  still  no  visible  les¬ 
bian  presence  on  campus,  and 
feminism  was  just  beginning.  One 
self-defined  ‘‘hippie-girl  from 
New  York  City”  sought  out 
women  she’d  heard  were  gay,  only 
to  find  they’d  all  “cracked  up  and 
left  school.”  Her  social  and  poli¬ 
tical  activities  at  H/R  remained 
straight  although  she  came  to 
define  herself  as  a  lesbian  while  in 
college. 

One  recent  graduate  had  come 
out  before  she  arrived  at  Rad¬ 
cliffe.  She  was  an  early  member  of 
Radcliffe  Lesbians,  a  small  group 
which  began  in  the  mid-1970s. 
Primarily  social,  they  sponsored 
activities  including  fireside 
readings  from  the  Ladder,  rap 
groups  on  feminist  theory,  and  a 
conference  of  lesbians  from  Seven 
Sisters  colleges. 


Radcliffe  Lesbians  was  recently 
succeeded  by  the  Radcliffe  Les¬ 
bian  Association  (RLA).  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  sponsoring  social  events, 
RLA  more  actively  fights  homo¬ 
phobia  on  campus.  Working  in 
conjunction  with  other  under¬ 
graduate  gay  groups,  RLA 
members  helped  put  on  a  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Awareness  Day  this 
spring  at  H/R. 

Despite  the  existence  of  such  ac¬ 
tivities,  internalized  homophobia 
still  takes  its  toll.  Undergraduate 
women  often  choose  to  remain 
oblivious  to  lesbianism  as  an  al¬ 
ternative.  In  the  mid-’70s,  one  of 
the  authors  of  this  article  lived 
with  a  Harvard  man  for  most  of 
her  college  years,  discovering  fem¬ 
inism  and  lesbianism  only  after 
she  was  graduated. 

Conflicts 

In  ironic  counterpoint  to  tales 
of  coming  out  as  a  lesbian  at  Rad¬ 
cliffe  were  tales  of  coming  out  as  a 
“Cliffie”  to  the  gay  and  lesbian 
community  and  to  the  world  at 
large.  Because  of  others’  reac¬ 
tions,  which  can  range  from  hos¬ 
tility  to  awe,  and  frequently  in¬ 
clude  stereotypes  of  Radcliffe 
women,  many  LARC  members 
hide  the  fact  they’ve  gone  to  Rad¬ 
cliffe.

protest  their  being  eaten  by  foxes 
.  .  .  they  (the  Police)  are  all  on  the 
same  side.” 

Donovan  denied  that  the 
leadership  of  the  police  force  has 
any  “proclivity  to  demean  or 
somehow  subvert  the  gay  commu¬ 
nity.”  He  cited  as  evidence  of  this 
attitude  the  input  that  the  force 
has  allowed  Robin  MacCormack, 
Mayor  Kevin  White’s  liaison  to 
the  gay  community,  to  have  with 
the  recruits  and  the  stepped-up 
patrolling  of  District  4,  an  area 
where  gay  men  are  frequently 
assaulted.  “It  is  a  fact  of  life  that 
they  [lesbians  and  gay  men]  are 
here,”  he  added,  “and  it  is  our 
intention  to  treat  them  as  any 
other  citizen.” 

He  said,  however,  that  there 


may  exist  among  the  ranks  “some 
lingering  anti-gay  sentiment  .  .  . 
since  it  hasn’t  been  very  long  that 
gays  have  made  their  presence 
felt. 

“As  for  the  personal 
philosophy  of  any  police  officer, 
some  get  along  [with  lesbians  and 
gay  men],  some  don’t  .  .  .  those 
that  don’t  get  along  should 
conceal  it.” 

Donovan  refused  to  “jump  the 
gun”  by  commenting  on  the  disci¬ 
plinary  actions  to  be  taken  against 
McDonald  should  the  court  rule 
against  him.  He  explained,  “It 
was  a  very  hectic  day.  Part  of  the 
group  [at  the  anti-draft  rally]  was 
pretty  peaceful,  others  more  con¬ 
frontation-minded  .  .  .  The  fact  is 
that  it  was  a  difficult  situation  for 
any  police  officer  to  be  in.” 


Indeed,  most  of  the  LARC 
women  are  ambivalent  about  their 
association  with  H/R,  bastion  of 
power  and  privilege.  Many  felt 
out  of  place  in  its  white,  male- 
dominated  upper-class  world.  As 
lesbians,  some  of  our  access  to 
H/R  privilege  is  illusory,  since  in 
order  to  gain  power  “you  have  to 
marry  an  upperclass  man.”  In  the 
words  of  another  woman,  “If  you 
don’t  conform,  you  lose  material 
goods  and  security.”  Many 
LARC  members  are  economically 
insecure;  one  defined  her  goal  as 
“survival  with  some  indepen¬ 
dence.”  Others  are  trying  to  deal 
with  the  real  privilege  that  came 
from,  or  led  to,  their  Radcliffe 
education. 

Many  LARC  members  criti¬ 
cized  H/R’s  elitist  values.  But 
they  have  also  internalized  some 
of  those  values  —  for  instance,  the 
belief  that  a  professional  career  is 
the  only  acceptable  successor  to  a 
Radcliffe  education.  Some  women 
are  following  a  professional  path; 
some  have  “dropped  out”  of  the 
system;  others  are  still  struggling 
with  the  conflict. 

LARC  women’s  ambivalence 
about  Harvard’s  power  and  values 
was  summed  up  by  one  fresh- 
woman  who  said,  “As  a  lesbian- 
feminist,  the  products  of  Har¬ 
vard’s  education  can  be  frighten¬ 
ing.  Can  we  get  what  we  want  out 
of  it  without  it  affecting  us?  Can 
we  go  to  Harvard,  attend  their 
classes,  without  turning  into  what 
they  want  us  to  be?” 

For  those  who  chose  to  go  on  in 
academia,  the  conflicts  are  even 
greater.  “As  graduate  students, 
homophobia  is  real  —  to  get  jobs, 
letters  of  recommendation,  there 
are  limits  to  how  much  you  can 
come  out,”  said  one  LARC 
woman.  A  professor  at  a  univer¬ 
sity  in  Boston  described  her  ex¬ 
periences  prior  to  getting  tenure. 
“I  was  viewed  as  being  eccentric, 
forgetful  and  otherworldly.  In 
many  ways  that  was  a  useful 
cover.” 

History 

The  initial  action  leading  to  the 
formation  of  LARC  was  a  1978 
letter  to  the  alumnae  magazine 
from  Judith  Gregory,  a  member 
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of  the  class  of  1957.  She  wrote,  “I 
always  put  [the  magazine]  down 
with  a  sense  of  its  unrelenting 
straightness  .  .  .  My  sense  .  .  . 
comes,  I  think,  from  its  persistent 
—  at  times  apparently  urgent  — 
emphasis  on  women  who  are  suc¬ 
cessful,  heterosexual  profes¬ 
sionals.”  Reading  between  the 
lines,  Peggy  Anderson,  another 
graduate  of  the  1950s,  contacted 
Jude  and  together  they  decided  to 
organize  a  reunion  for  lesbian 
alumnae  in  1979. 

Efforts  to  publicize  the  event 
through  university  channels 
proved  unsuccessful;  there  was  no 
precedent  for  such  publicity  and 
not  enough  time  was  available  to 
exert  pressure  on  the  administra¬ 
tion.  The  first  meeting  of  LARC 
attracted  only  five  women, 
including  noted  lesbian  author, 
Adrienne  Rich.  Those  attending 
decided  to  open  the  group  to  all 
interested  women  in  the  H/R 
community,  and  resolved  to  in¬ 
crease  outreach  and  publicity  for 
the  following  year. 

When  the  alumnae  magazine  re¬ 
fused  to  print  an  account  of  the 
LARC  meeting,  claiming  that  they 
did  not  accept  unsolicited  articles, 
Jude  and  Peggy  again  wrote  a 
letter  to  the  editor.  The  letter  des¬ 
cribed  the  newly-created  group 
and  gave  an  address  for  further  in¬ 
formation.  This  time,  over  20 
women  responded  and  were 
placed  on  the  LARC  mailing  list. 

For  the  June  1980  reunion,  pub¬ 
licity  was  much  more  extensive. 


Notices  in  feminist  newspapers 
and  GCN,  along  with  the  LARC 
NEWSLETTER  (and  the  depend¬ 
able  lesbian  grapevine)  informed 
women  of  plans  for  the  gathering. 
In  addition,  Peggy  obtained  an 
advance  listing  of  the  LARC 
meeting  in  the  Radcliffe  Alumnae 
week  schedule,  and  the  official 
Harvard  weekly  newspaper 
printed  an  announcement  in  its 
calendar  section.  Following  this 
year’s  meeting,  the  mailing  list  has 
jumped  to  near  60  and  promises  to 
grow  further  through  increased 
outreach. 

Goals 

Where  does  LARC  plan  to  go  in 
the  future? 

Members  of  the  group  agreed 
that  the  mutual  support  and  shar¬ 
ing  of  information  and  experi¬ 
ences  which  occurred  at  the  June 
gathering  were  valuable.  Plans  are 
underway  for  potluck  dinners  at 
members’  homes  at  which  such 
interaction  can  continue.  The 
groups  hopes  that  its  increased 
visibility  will  encourage  more 
women  to  become  part  of  the 
LARC  network. 

LARC  also  plans  to  work  with 
other  gay  and  feminist  groups  as¬ 
sociated  with  H/R,  and  to  serve  as 
a  model  and  resource  for  lesbians 
at  other  universities.  Members  of 
the  Radcliffe  Lesbian  Association 
stressed  the  valuable  role  LARC 
can  play  for  undergraduate 
women  by  providing  alternative 
role  models  and  sharing  informa¬ 
tion  about  “life  after  college.” 


The  June  6  meeting  also  resulted 
in  the  creation  of  two  new  support 
groups,  one  for  undergraduate 
students  and  one  for  staff  at  the 
university. 

Finally,  LARC  hopes  to  use  its 
clout  as  an  alumnae  group  to  chal¬ 
lenge  sexism  and  homophobia  at 
H/R.  Traditionally,  alumnae  have 
more  impact  than  students,  whom 
the  administration  views  as  tran¬ 
sient.  Whether  lesbian  alumnae 
will  be  listened  to  remains  to  be 
seen. 

LARC  members  plan  to  push 
for  revision  of  the  alumnae  ques¬ 
tionnaire  (from  which  profiles  of 
major  reunion  classes  are  con¬ 
structed)  to  include  the  possibility 
of  gay/lesbian  lives.  They  want 
coverage  of  lesbian  issues  in  the 
alumnae  magazine.  In  addition, 
members  of  LARC  hope  to  speak 
with  the  Radcliffe  administration 
about  its  lack  of  support  for  fem¬ 
inist  perspectives,  as  evidenced  by 
the  recent  elimination  of  the  Rad¬ 
cliffe  Forum,  a  major  sponsor  of 
feminist  events  on  campus. 

LARC  is  very  interested  in  ex¬ 
panding  its  network  in  order  to 
benefit  as  many  women  as  possi¬ 
ble.  At  the  next  official  meeting 
(scheduled  for  October  19) 
members  will  assess  the  state  of 
the  group  and  begin  planning  for 
the  1981  reunion.  For  more  infor¬ 
mation  about  LARC  or  to  be 
placed  on  the  mailing  list,  contact:
